With the ashe yy ta! of the Japan-China War we have anti- 
cipated many difficulties lying in the future of this 
country, and not being satisfied with the existing ac- 
tivities of the organization, which depends upon national 
development, we have felt the need of making leap within 
a short time so as to be prepared to rise at any time. 
For this reason Aqviser TATEKAWA made an announcement on 
the 15th May, for obtaining ten thousand party members. 
Although no satisfactory result was gotten for this year 
as to the organization activities, there is no doubt that 
we are making a steady progress. At the lst General 
Meeting the total number of the members was 2,651 includ- 
ing 1,300 candidates for membership, but at present 

(10 October) it has reached 7,383, including 5,018 who 
have completely paid membership fees and 2,365 candidates 
for membership, and 17 new branches have been added, 
making a total of 24, which was formerly 5. Moreover, 
various new bodies in relation to lator parties have been 
organized, and especially the TOKYO TRAFFIC LABOR UNION 
and the OSAKA TRAFFIC LABOR UNION, which were regarded as 
the leaders of the popular front in the past, have come 
under our banner, after being dissolved, and have estab- 
lished a new body based on Japanism.

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It is worthy of special mention that the new body is 
increasing potential power among the traffic cir ee? 4 
laborers in the entire country and stimlating the SUIHEI 
SHA (a levelling league) all over the country to turn to 
Japanism and start on a new birth movement, 


2. EDUCATION ACTIVITIES. 


Oyr party's aim for educating the members is to thoroughly 
understand the party principle and to foster organization 
leaders by tcaching the methods of realization and organi- 
zation. The methods are the same as in last year, that 
is, by education through researches and training through 
actual activities, And under the auspices of the head- 
quarters there was held an itinerant course in Tokyo Dis- 
trict from 12 Avril to 29; in Osalca, Kyoto, Kobe, Nagoya, 
Kuwana, Gifu, Shimizu, Omiya, Ichikawa, Shuzinji and 
Kawasaki from 6 May to 29; the 2nd t2rm of itinerant 
course in Shimonoseki, Moji, Kokura, Fukuoka, Saga, 

Kurume and Iizuka from 15 June to 22, and the 3rd term 
course at the headquarters from 15 August to 24 for the 
leading members in the country. 


3. GENERAL ACTIVITIES. 


Dispatching consolation bodies to the Imperjal Army. 

In order to ee an appreciation of the people in the 
homeland for the hard fighting of the brave and loyal 
imperial military men in the front, on one hand, and to 
prepare on the other hand, to incite the public opinion 
for encouraging the national mobilization order to meet 
the new stage of the situation, our party dispatched, by 
order of Adviser TATEKAWA, 7 men represented from various 
localities to M,ddle and South China for the pose of 
consoling the men at the front, After one month's con- 


sOlation trip they came back and reported to the general 
public the hardship our soldiers were going through and 
at the same time appealed to the people the necessity of 
making solid resolution and establishing the national 
order to meet the prolonged conflict at more than 300 
lecture meetings held all over the country. 


(P.195) Movement for enacting the national mobilization 
law (6 March): The government had no burning desire of 
passing the general mobilization bill, which is of absolute 
necessity, at tne 73rd Session of the Diet while the exist- 
ing political parties gave distorted reasons and tried to 
prevent passing of the biil. Therefore, in order to make 
the bill pass immediately through the Diet without any al- 
teration our party demanded a decided attitude of the 
government on one hand and on the other hand to stop the 
dangerous doings of the existing political parties, which 
were trying to prevent the strengthening of our country's 
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foundaticn and the passing of the bill through the Diet, 
a large scale national movement was opened throughout the 
country, centering sround the important cities such as 
Tokyo, Csaka, Nagoya. ste. Finally the bill was passed 
through the viet without any siveralionn. 


Our chicf activities this year in generalwere a den- 
onstravic: vequesting the British Embassy in Japan, which 
disturbs the Far East, to"withdraw from China? This was 
carried ovt on 25 November at the national mass meeting 
for congrasating the formation of tho enti-Comintern 
Pact; also rcvement to get signs to hasten the passage 
of agricultual land readjustment bill and agricultural 
insurance %i31, and mover.ent for praying for our President's 
qanvery in the front. We also made ar effort requir 
the establisnment of fundamental policy against China in 
criticising the KONOYE Cabinet's week diplomacy in attack- 
ing capitalistic economic policy in the abolition of 
popular front and in reforming universities.

3, THE PRESIDENT'S RETUR)’, 


Right after the formation of the party and as soon 


as the China Incident occurred, our President HASHIMOTO 
was called to colcrs, After one year and seven months' 
billiant work in North and Central China, he flew back to 
Fukuoka on March 25th, SHOWA 14 (1939). What we should 
take a notice of is that the President, who immediately 
took up reign of the party after his return, carried out 

a reformation of the party. In any movement there will 
always be some unfavorable active elements involved as 

it expands, Whether a movement will continue its natural 
development or will corrupt simply depends upon whether 

or not there is a reformation, That is to say, there is 
no development in an organization which has no self-refor- 
mation self-purification. President HASHIMOTO has, after 
his return, sternly carried out this self-purification.

4, THE 38D GENERAL MSETING. 


The 3rd General Meeting was held on 19 November, the 
14th year of SHOWA (1939) at the Hibiya Public Hall, Tokyo, 
and about 2,500 members from all over the country partici- 
peted in it, She number of participants has thus steadily 
increased, 600 at the lst assembly, 1,000 at the end and 
2,500 at the 3rd, and the total number of the regular 
nembers all over the country has reached 10,000. The party 
much more convinced thet .t could become a real power 
capable of carrying out « *eformation of the time, was very

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(P, 203) We swore by God, at this moment of our President's 
return, to endeavor to purify ourselves, root out all the

Our 
President's words, "Britain is not a third country but: a 
real enemy", which was uttered from the front as a fruit 
of his valuable experience in the battlefield, played a 
pioneering role for the movement to subjugate Britain, 
and brought, in a moment, the entire Japan to an anti- 
British feeling. Despite such an active national move- 
(p.205) nent, the mediocre ETRANUMA Cabinet did not know what 

policy to take and not realizing the rapid development 

of the tine, couid not decide whether or not to conclude 
(the Japan-Cermany-Ivaly Military Alliance)T.N. 

The Five Ministers Cont'erence was held seventy times and 
lasted sight long months but it could not come to any 
decision. At this time the Treaty of Non-Aggression was 
suddenly concluded between Germany and Soviet Russia, 
That news g2ve a big surprise to the whole world and com- 
pelled the HIR’ NUM! Cabinet to cry "fhe matter is too 
complicated and mysteric:s" and resign enbloc. HIRA 
said the matter was too somplicated and mysterious, but 
4t is necessary’ for us to observe the situation very coolly 
and see whether it is reolly such as seid by HIRANUMA or 
whether Germany betrayea Japan. 


We should refrain from taking such a frivolous at- 
titude as to condemn a friend country of yesterday as an 
irreconcilable enemy, believing nistakenly the news from 
the part of Britain that is working to alienate Japany 
Germany and Italy, and we should rather reflect well on 
the internal circumstances of Japan, which have made 
Germany take such a step. I believe it will not be too 
much to say that Japan is half responsible for having made 
Germany resort to such an action. 
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Anyway, this event means the complete victory of 
German diplomacy and the miserable failure of British 
diplomacy. That the new situation,which resulted fron 
the inconmpetency of mediocre HIRANUMA Cabinet, is develop- 
ing rather favorably for Japan is really a good LT 
tunity given by God, and Japan should now concentrate all 
que nate on carrying out our holy war, the China 

neident. 


Germany, who succeeded in breaking one part of the 
encircling formation against Germany by means of the 
German-Soviet Non-Aggression Treaty, imrediately opened 
its attack on Poland and tims the Eurcpean War was started 
with the denial and destruction of the order establish:cd 
by the Treaty of Versailies. (P. 206). Britain, now 
facing strong enemies both in the East and the i/est, vainly 
looks after the vision in the past and is busily engaged 
4n trying to maintain the status quo. The gravity of her 
downfall will proportionate to her well-trained deception, 
and brilliancy of the dawn of a New World depends on her 
downfall. 


The ABE Crbinet pr ved itself to be so foolish in 
announcing its “non-inte! fering" policy. When we think 
of the fact that, as a result of the China Incident, the 


world history is about to make a big turn with Japan as 
its center, we must say this is recily an unprecedented 
opportunity to perform the great mission and realize the 
ideal of HAKKO JCHIU (the whole world under one roof) by 
leading the 2nd European War into %ic World War and making 
it the Holy War for world-wide spreading of the “Imperial 
Way". 


The realization of both the New Order of East Asia 
and the world restovation are possibly oh.y wae tne 
Imperial structure is rade clear and understood, As to 
the establishnent of the New East Asia, it is quite foolish 
to expect much in the present leading classes, ard iss 
realization can only be possible afser the rerorravion of 
Japan is complted.
